Work ea the new Hall at Beaver will begin in dead earnest in a few days, 
aud things thereabout will appear lively. : 

There is a decided activity in real estate marts, Salt Lake City, and present 
indications point to a big increase over those of January and February. 

A fifty cent rate from Salt Lake City to the Missouri river on potatoes has 
been secured, which will give a market to the over-stock now on hand. 

Work on the Reform School at Ogden is progressing rapidly. Nothing has 
been done as yet towards the erection of the Agricultural College at Logan. 

The Court House at Beaver County is going to be driven ahead now with 


the speed of the wind. F. R Clayton has bean cupeteted — 
construction and work is to begin forthwith. Good. 


Material is rapidly accumulating on the ground for the erection of a 
Methodist church on the south-west corner of Main and Second, and a Pres- 
byterian college on Johnson, between Second and Third, Logan City. 

Nephi is determined to have a system of waterworka M. F. Sturger, 
City Engineer of Salt Lake, lias been employed to make the surveys and draw 
the plans. The works are expected to cost in the neighborhood of $20,000. 


Several meetings have been held by the citizens of Pleasant Grove in regard 
to getting water from the Provo river this season. A new canal, tapping the 
stream in the vicinity of Canyon bridge, is * The question is a 
grave one.

Rowe, Cutler, and Burton, of the board of directors of the Woolen 
Mills, came to Provo recently, in company with Mr. L. G. Trent (representing 
the firm of Frazier and Chalmers) to consider the advisability of placing the 
necessary machinery in the building for the running of the whole plant by 
steam power. Mr. Trent is to bid on the job. 


The Supreme Court of Idaho Territory has re-affirmed the constitution- 
ality of the famous test oath on the Idaho statute books, by sustaining the 
judgment of the District Court in the Woolley mandamus case. This was 
the case decided just prior to the late election by Justice Barry, who also 
decided that the registration agent was authorized to refuse to register a 
known or admitted member of the Mormon Church, though having but one 
wife. 

There is a growing interest in the move to establish a large sugar industry 
in Utah. There is certainly a demand for such an industry, for vast quan- 
tities of sugar are consumed in this mountain region. A sugar industry 
would furnish employment for many people, and it would save thousands of 
dollars in the community.
